Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Silverman pointed out that Nakayama et al. only exemplify mono 
alkylbenzenes and not dialkylbenzenes, such as xylene. Thus, the Applicants believe that based upon the prior art it 
would only be obvious-to-try the applicants invention. Further the Applicants believe the instant invention is not 
obvious based upon the unpredictability of the catalyst art. I pointed out that although it is not a monoalkyi benzene, 
xylene is an alkylbenzene and the presence of the other methyl group should not hinder the reaction. Further, methyl 
is a ortho-para directing group, thus one would expect to obtain a higher ratio of the 4-chloro to 3-chloro compound. I 
will consider the Applicants argumument of unpredictability of the catalyst art when I receive Applicants' response.. 
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
